Will Aid School Fund 
BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Oct. L— 
Alabama Power Company today 
paid into the state treasury $277,- 
882.47 in settlement of the hydro- 
electric kilowatt hour tax for the 
preceding year, It was stated by 
officials of the company that it had 
been decided to pay the tax today 
in order that the money might be 
available immediately for the edu- 
cational trust fund to which it goes 
under the law and be of help in 
meeting the emergency which ex- 
ists in the school situation in the 
state, 

Under the provisiong of the law 
the company has until November 
Ist to pay this tax and has here- 
tofore paid it on or about the 25th 
of October, but for the reasons 
above given this additional time 
was waived and payment made 
today. 

This kilowatt hour tax payment 
represents a substantial part of the 
$1,968,291 in taxes which it 
is estimated will be paid by the 
Alabama Power Company in 1982, 
officials stated. This sum amounts 
to approximately 12.5 cents out 
of every dollar of gross revenue 
of the company for this year they 
said,

Alabama Utilities Co. 
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Miller Says Bonds 
And Income Tax 


Will Save Schools 


Governor Miller is receiving 
telegrams and letters from prinei- 
pals, putrong and trustees of 
schools in various places in Ala- 
bama. In some places the schools 
have closed, in others they state 
they will soon close and all ask 
for and are seeking leyislative re- 
lief, to prevent closing. The Gov- 
ernor hag written them as follows: 


“Your communication received 
in regard to the schoo] situation. 
It is critical and serious. The 
schools must continue, if possible. 
They should not be closed. The 
boys and girls must be educated, 

“The Legislature hag submitted 
“an income tax amendment, to 
permit a tux levy on net incomes 
in excess of exemptions, and an 
amendment for a Twenty Million 
Dollar bond issue to pay the cur- 
rent debts of Alabama due on the 
80th of September, 1932. They 
will be rejected or ratified by the 
voters at the polls on the 8th day 
of November. If both are approy- 
ed, this will enable the State to 
pay all of its current debts, 
amounting to practically Twenty 
Million Dollars, Fifteen Million of 
which are school debts and this 
will leave the schools the Eduea- 
tional taxes for this year on which 
to operate, 

“Income is property and it is 
now escaping taxation in Alabama. 
It has escaped too long. It should 
be placed in the tax list on No- 
vember 8th. 

“To increase the school funds 
this year, which is necessary, bills 
are pending before the Legislature 
to tax electric power made in and 
sold out of Alabama and made out 
of and sold in Alabama, which 
now escapes taxation in Alabama; 
to tax National Banks which are 
now escaping taxation in Ala- 
bama; to tax natural gas, which is 
now escaping taxation in Alabama; 
to tax foreign securities, owned in 
Alabama, aggregating about One 
Hundred Thirty-Six Million Dol- 
lars, which are at present escap- 
ing taxation in Alabama. Then 
there is a bill pending in the House 
for a special sale tax on a few 
luxuries like soft drinks. 

“Nearly all of these proposed 
and pending bills are to place a 
tax on property now escaping tax- 
ation. They have not so far met 
with legislative approval. If they 
should be passed by the Legisla- 
ture and the two amendments 
should be approved by the voters 
on the Sth of November, the 
schools will be safe, none should 
close and the credit of Alabama 
will be kept secure and sound. 

“Tf these bills fail to pass the 
Legislature and the two amend- 
ments are lost on November 8th, 
and the property mentioned con- 
tinues to escape taxation, then the 
school situation will be critical, 
and a school crisis will be upon 
us, and the closing of schools in- 
evitable, and no arrangement made 
to pay our debts. It would take 
the school funds for three years to 
pay the present school debts. The 
annual school and other ‘appropri- 
ations since 1927 and prior there- 
to, exceeded annually the school 
and other revenues and this with 
the cost of the erection of many 
school buildings here and there in 
Alabama caused this great debt. 
These debts must be paid; and the 
schools must not close. 

“Expenses of government have 
been and will be cut, appropria- 
tions should and will be reduced 
by the Legislature, a budget bill 
has been enacted into a Statute 
that will make Alabama in the fu- 
‘ture live within her income; but 
cutting expenses, reducing appro- 
priations and living by a budget 
system in the future within the 
State’s income, will not pay the 
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Twenty Million Dollar debts of 
Alabama, 

“Hope you can and will see your 
way clear to join us in this fight 
for the schools and for arranging 
to secure the payment of the debts 
of Alabama.

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It hag been some time since we 
have said anything about the ca- 
pon business, so we want to say 
just a little more at this time. If 
you have not tried any capons I 
would advise you to try some now. 
It is not too late. A capon should 
be all right by next February if 
he ig attended to during this 
month. I would not advise you to 
start with any after this month un- 
less you expect to carry them over 
to another year. You must sell 
them during the first three months 
of each year. Now it is all right 
to raise capons any time for your 
own use. Every family in the coun- 
ty should grow at least a dozen 
capons for home use, You should 
have two or three old ones to raise 
your chicks for you. One capon 
will raise hundreds of chicks for 
you if you will keep on giving 
them to him. He will take a new 
bunch every eight weeks if you 
will give them to him. He is al- 
ways proud of his young flock and 
will go to roost with the old ones 
at night and will take the young 
chicks the next morning and go 
to work for them after he has had 
a little training. It is no trouble 
to train him except that you have 
to shut him up with the chicks for 
the first few times. If you have 
not tried this thing you should try 
a few at once. 

* * * 

Last spring I had something to 
say about a cane grower up in 
Beat ten. I told you that he ad- 
vocated planting your sugur cane 
in a damp place and in fresh soil 
without fertilizer and without work 
after you get the cane up, I have 
not tried this plan but it is the 
plan of Meldrid Stroud and he can 
be depended on for anythng he 
tells you. Meldrid says he plows 
his cane one time after it comes 
up and he then leaves it to grow 
and make. He cuts the bushes and 
weeds real often, but he does not 
disturb the cane roots. Several 
have told me that they have seen 
his patch this year and they all re- 
port that his cane is fine. Now 
if you can make cane without work 
or fertilizer we might all get into 
this cane business right. Of course, 
it takes work to get the land ready 
but the work is about over when 
the cane has been planted. T want 
you to drop by and see this plan 
of making cane. TI’ll tell you one 
thing, and that is, you can always 
find good syrup for sale if you will 
go to the home of Meldrid Stroud. 
I’m always willing to listen to the 
man who can prove his idea by 
results, This man makes the syrup 
and he makes a lot of it, and for 
that reason I’m willing to listen 
to him, as I do not have syrup to 
spare. My father used to say that 
it was not best to get ideas about 
corn growing from a man who 
bought his corn. So I do not want 
to follow some guy who buys syrup 
when I go out after information 
about cane making. We have a 
man who can and does deliver the 
goods and I believe it good judg- 
ment to listen to such a man. So all 
you farmers who buy your syrup, 
if you want some to eat, go to see 
this real cane grower and learn 
first handed how it is done.

eans? I have been buying cans 
for years and I have no more cans 
now than I had to begin with. I 
have found that we can buy glass 
jugs for 10 cents each and they 


hold a full gailon, too. We can 
use the jugs from year to year and 
it is possible for us to, use the 
some jue for a life time. The 
cans will cost you about nine cents 
each and if you are like I am 
about it, you will not use the cans 


‘a second time. I believe it ig better 


to put your syrup up in glass jugs. 
Of course, I am talking about the 
syrup you expect to use yourself. 
If you expect to sell any, then that 
should be put up in buckets, as 
the short measure will pay for the 
bucket. I have also found that 
you can buy new quart bottles at 
40 cents per dozen. I expect to 
put! up quite a lot in these quart 
bottles, as we can always have it 
fresh in this way. I have found a 
nice quart bottle that is square cor- 
nered and you can stack them in 
a very small space. I suggest that 
you get some good glassware and 
some sealing wax and put up all 
your syrup in glass.

Do you know the difference in 
syrup put up in glass from that 
put up in tin? I would suggest 
that you take occasion to note the 
difference if you do not know 
about it, The syrup in glass is 
much better when it is first opened 
and stays much better while you 
are using it from the can or bottle. 
You can open up a bucket of syrup 
and it will be mighty fine at first, 
but if your family is not large 
enough it will be getting strong be- 
fore you use it up. When I put 
mine up in quart bottles we can 
open up a bottle and use it befure 
it has time to get a second breath. 
Be sure to put it up while warm 
and then seal it at once and you 
will have good new syrup at any 
time you open it. You can keep 
syrup in bottles for several years 
if it is well sealed and it will be 
just as good when you open it as 
it was when you put it up. Try 
this one time if you do not be- 
lieve it.

W. M. Ray And Miss Allye 
Hughes Attend Auburn Meet 

W. M. Ray, County Agent, and 
Miss Allye Hughes, Home Demon 
jtration Agent, have just returned 
from Auburn, where they partici- 
pated in a two-day conference of 
the county and home agents in 
District No, 2 at the Alabama Poly- 
technic Institute, making plans 
and studies relative to their work 
in Coffee County. 

One of the principal features of 
the program at Auburn was the 
latest methods of killing, cutting 
and curing pork on the farm, De- 
tailed demonstrations on meat cur- 
ing along with lectures were given 
by the Animal Industry Staff of 
the Itxperiment Station, 

It is suid the Experiment Station 
has developed methods of curing 
meat, where carried out with the 
proper care, will prevent spoiling 
in the average winter weather. 

Reports from farmers indicate 
that considerable quantities of 
meats were made unfit for use in 
Coffee County due to high temper- 
atures last killing season, 

It is understood that Mr. Ray 
is planning demonstrations in meat 
curing in all communities in the 
county later on as the hog season 
approaches. Warmers can also se- 
cure directions for killing and cur- 
ing pork by writing the county 
agent or calling at his office in 
the court house. 

Another feature that will be of 
especial interest to those selling 
butter in this county is a new meth- 
od of butter making which will in- 
sure a uniform grade, Demonstra- 
tions are also being planned along 
this important line in the near fu- 
ture,—Nnterprise Ledger.

Tuberculosis, once degeribed as 
“captain of the men of death,” hag 
been demoted, now ranking no 
higher than sergeant, Heart disease 
is now the “captain,” claiming 
nearly twice as many lives as any 
other cause of death. Tuberculo- 
sis now stands sixth among fatal 
diseases, 

Statistics for the year 1929, the 
last available, show that for every 
100,000 of population in the Unit- 
ed States, 185 died of organic 
heart diseuse, Next cume cancer, 
96; pneumonia, 92; Bright's di- 
scase, 91; apoplexy, ete., 82, and 
tuberculosis, 69. 

The alarming death rate from 
heart disease and other maladies 
resulting from a degeneration of 
the blood vessels is attributed by 
many physicians to the stress and 
worry of our complex modern life. 
Excessive mental or physical work, 
with insufficient sleep and recrea- 
tion; the drive of ambition for 
success; the intemperate use of 
stimulants, and other modes of 
“burning the candle at both ends,” 
tends to throw a too heavy burden 
upon the heart, and if long con- 
tinued may end in collapse. 

Medical science at present of- 
fers little in the way of curative 
agencies for the condition which 
these habits bring about. The on- 
ly means of relief appears to be 
the abandonment of the practices 
which cause the trouble. Countless 
lives are shortened because people 
will not take sufficient rest to en- 
able their bodies to recuperate af- 
ter strenuous mental or physical 
activities.

Gov. Miller Signs 
New Car Tax Bill 


Governor Miller Monday signed 
the O’Neal automobile license bill 
which effective April 1 will place 
the license fee for each passenger 
car upon a basis of weight in lieu 
of horsepower.

How To Cure Pork In 
Hot Weather Is Told 


AUBURN, Ala.—Animal hus- 
bandmen of the Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station at Auburn have 
issued definite instructions as to 
how a farmer may cure meat per- 
fectly if a hog is killed when the 
weather is warm, ‘These instruc- 
tions are based upon an experiment 
conducted at Auburn and official- 
ly reported by Prof. J. C. Grimes. 

“Kill the hog and cut the car- 
cass as wanted,” - said Prof. 
Grimes. ‘Rub salt over the meat. 
Place it in a water-tight barrel. 
(Each 300-pound hog or equiva- 
lent will require one ordinary bar- 
rel.) After meat is placed, crack 
and place over it 200 pounds of 
ice for each 100 pounds of meat. 
Let it stay 24 hours. 

“Then take it up and rub it 
with a curing mixture composed of 
40 pounds of salt, 10 pounds of 
sugar, and 9 ounces of saltpeter. 
(Each 100 pounds of meat needs 
50 pounds of this curing mixture. ) 

“After rubbing meat with this 
curing mixture repack it in iced 
brine in barrel. Pour remainder 
of curing mixture over it. Cover 
barrel with cloth or boards, Let 
it set for 25 days for hogs weigh- 
ing 200 pounds or less; and 30 to 
85 days for hogs weighing 300 
pounds, depending upon the size. 
Take it out, wash with warm water, 
hang, and smoke. This is known 
as the brine cure.” 

This method of curing meat 
worked when hogs were killed late 
in May at a temperature of 85, 
said Mr. Grimes. It means that 
farmers are no longer dependent 
upon cold weather for curing meat. 
They can use artificial ice at a low 
price, thereby avoiding losses and 
improving the quality of their 
meat.

I told you last week that I hop- 
ed to have a definite plan of help 
for the poor this fall, and that I 
would give it to you this week. 
I’m going to tell you what my idea 
is about the matter, but please 
remember that I only offer it as 
my suggestion, knowing full well 
that your idea might be better than 
mine, but hoping to tell you some- 
thing that may be of help to you. 
There are many good plans to be 
used and if you have one better 
than mine I would be glad to hear 
from you. Till be glad to publish 
any other plan that deserves at- 
tention and will appreciate it very 
much if you will send your’s in 
to me.

In the first place, I believe that 
we all are agreed to the fact thaat 
many of our people are poor, with- 
out food and without winter 
clothes. There are no banks, fur- 
nishing merchants, or wealthy far- 
mers to whom we may go for as- 
sistance. It has at last gotten to 
where we are all about the same 
and it certainly has reached the 
point that every community must 
care for its own, If we agree that 
this condition confronts us, then 
we must agree that something 
should be done at once in order 
to care for the coming winter 
months. Now, what is there to 
do and how shall we go about it? 

x * * 

My first suggestion is to think 
about food for the winter months. 
Unless we have food we will not 
need clothing and unless we have 
enough food of some kind to go 
around there will not be enough 
for any of us. There is no such 
thing as one man having plenty 
while others are starving in this 
country. We all live or we all die 
so far as food is concerned. Some 
of us may have more or better food 
than others, but we must all have 
food of some kind or none of us 
can have it. The crop year is 
about over and there is nothing 
that can be done this late about 
erowing farm crops. The first 
thing is to see to it that every- 
thing is correctly gathered and 
saved. Save everything that is 
worth saving. If you have some- 
thing that you do not care to save, 
then send for your neighbor and 
give it to him, as he will appreci- 
ate very much, Everything should 
be gathered and housed for the 
winter, All feed crops should also 
be gathered up as closely as is 
possible, for feed is going to be 
searce before Wwe make another 
crop. Save everything and save 
it well, You or your neighbor will 
need it soon. An illustration of 
this is to be found in the gather- 
ing of sweet potatoes, You can 
cut the vines from across the beds 
and wrap them up in the middle 
when you are ready to dig your 
potatoes. These vines will make 
good feed for your cows and hogs 
all the winter and you will be sur- 
prised at the amount of food they 
will get from your potato patch, 
The same thing is true of your 
sugar cane fodder. The thing to 
do is to save it and to save it all 
before it molds or is damaged in 
the patch. Your mules and cows 
will use it all next spring. I give 
you these as illustrations to show 
that EVERYTHING should be 
saved, and it is up to you to tell

in the garden. One man could 
visit dozens of homes in one day 
and could help them all in this 


way. By sending out a number of 
good men to do this work they 


could cover the entire community 
in a very short time. If this is 
done in each community it will in- 
sure us of plenty of vegetables this 
winter and will do much to relieve 
the suffering that is bound to come 
to quite a lot of our folks. Only 
onn thing might give trouble aand 
that is the job of getting up the 
garden seed. I believe every man 
ean do this if he will only try. 
Only a few cents will plant a large 
earden if the seed are bought in 
bulk. Each community should buy 
the seed in bulk and divide them 
out to every one at cost. This plan 
can be put to work if our folks 
will only get in behind it, and there 
is no doubt that it will do a lot 
of good. It will take some of 
your time, but we all have plenty 
of time.

It might be that the Red Cross 
would help your community in get- 
ting seed, but we should not de- 
pend on that plan, This county 
can buy all the garden seed we 
need, and we must do it. If we 
can relieve the” food situation we 
can get by on clothes by staying 
around the fire. Most everybody 
ean get a few cheap clothes. We 
must not wait and depend upon 
the Red Cross or the government 
helping us. We need to get busy 
at the present time and help our- 
selves. I believe that the proper 
management will enable us to get 
by this winter without suffering, 
but we must act now. If you are 
to have a good fall garden you 
must start it off before cold weath- 
er comes.
